The reasons for which the inventions are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept, as required by Rule 13.1 PCT, are as follows: 



Claims 1 and 6 disclose an apparatus for providing imaging information of a 
sample using three different arrangements which (i) provide several electro- 
magnetic radiations each at a different wavelength, (ii) obtain a relative phase 
between two radiations, and (iii) provide information about the irradiated portion. 
Claim 18 discloses the respective process. These claims are considered to be 
unitary and form the first invention. 



2.2 Claim 8 does not include any of the features of claims 1 , 6, and 1 8. Vice versa, 
the fiber disclosed in claim 8 is not mentioned in any of the independent claims 1 , 
6, and 1 8. Claim 1 5 does not include any of the features of claims 1 , 6, 8, and 1 8 
nor is the dispersive arrangement of claim 15 mentioned in any other independent 
claim. As there is no common feature between the three groups of claims there is 
no common single general inventive concept and therefore, these claims are 
considered to be not unitary.

2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claims 1-7, and 18 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) 
PCT. 

2.1 Independent claims 1 , 6, and 1 8 are directed (see also Re Item VIII. paragraph 1 .) 
to an illumination system providing pictures of the illuminated area. With reference 
to claim 1 document D1 discloses: 

An apparatus for providing imaging information associated with at least one 

portion of a sample, comprising: 

at least one first arrangement configured to provide (i) at least two first 
different wavelengths of at least one first electro-magnetic radiation within a 
first wavelength range provided on the portion of the sample so as to 
determine at least one first transverse location of the portion, and (ii) at least 
two second different wavelengths of at least one second electro- magnetic 
radiation within a second wavelength range provided on the portion so as to 
determine at least one second transverse location of the portion, wherein the 
first and second ranges at least partially overlap on the portion (claim 19); 
at least one second arrangement configured to obtain a relative phase 
between at least one third electro-magnetic radiation electro-magnetic 
radiation being returned from the sample and at least one fourth 
electro-magnetic radiation returned from a reference to determine a relative 
depth location of the portion (claim 8); and 

at least one third arrangement configured to provide first information of the 
portion based on the first transverse location and the relative depth location, 
and second information of the portion based on the second transverse 
location and the relative depth location, wherein the imaging information 
includes the first and second information (claim 8). 



2.2 The same arguments of paragraph 2.1 apply, mutatis mutandis, for the subject- 
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matter of claim 6 (see also Re Item VIII. paragraph 2.), which therefore is not new 
(Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.3 Document D1 describes also a method regarding the independent claim 1 . Hence, 
the same arguments of paragraph 2.1 apply, mutatis mutandis, for the 
subject-matter of claim 18, which therefore is not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.4 The subject-matter of claims 1, 6 and 18 is also disclosed in documents D2-D5 
(cf. passages cited in the Search Report).

1 . The application does not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT, because claims 
1 -7 and 1 8 are not clear. The claims are drafted in terms of vague statements 
such as "first, second, third arrangement" and "first, second information". It is not 
clear what these arrangements and the informations entail. 

In view of the description independent claims 1 , 6, and 18 are interpreted as 
illumination systems using more than one illuminating wavelength. 

2. The various definitions of the invention given in independent claims 1 , 6, and 18 
are such that the claims as a whole are not concise. Claim 1 includes all the 
features of claim 6. Hence, claim 1 should be reformulated as a claim dependent 
on claim 6 (cf. Rule 6.4(a) PCT and Guidelines 5.1 6) 

Consequently, there is an uncertainty about the real subject-matter for which the 
protection is sought and therefore the requirements of Article 6 PCT are not met.
